Ferhapa the best and-safeat bat would be for the oteationgs toa railee informal scnlingtion 
under Sac, 1,332 (5) "To operate fur teat purpoasa (to detemmitie site, ote.)" If this 
-doee nat work, then-tha best thing would be a formal application under Sac, /32-(3}. 
FThat thd public interest, convenience, and necessity will be service by ‘granting ths 
authoricabion reguasted. = 

The informal applications would most Likely clear, and I feel that there would ‘be no 
difficulty on. the part of tha POC in granting am etation tha necessary euthor uation 
for tha testing for the various DX clubs. 

Of couras, tha easiest way out for the atations isto just operate on an aspéitodnial 
basia and not to aonaider tha tima on the air aaa ragular or acheduled pregram,. In‘all 
casea I think that this would be ac@septable to the FOC, The whole point id one ‘of #fhd. 
terme, - The FOC sonsddera a evheduled program in a differant light from 4 teat proeeram. 
If the stations would call the program a "YEST* I foal gure that thare would bé nd FCC 
difficulty, In other worda, if the UPC whan contacting a station would sak thé station 
for a espacial tect transmlasion rather than for a apecial OX program, -tha atation would 
then gat up fur a teat, In fart that ia raally what the @PC dees, in effect, If ar- 
ranges @ tast with ligteanars acnutteras throughout tha country to age if the station is 
coming in, and if ao, how wall. It ian't 4 program ut all in tha ayae of the Foc, 

Now! Hare ie something that 1 will io if you want ma te, and if the mambors would op— 
rreciate, it. Ome of ty best. friends ie one of the big shote in-tha Legal Department ae 
the FOC, (In fact he ia head of one of. the FOC Legal Departiettea.} If you and the mem- 
bara weld want ma to, I will write to him and ask him to obtain ths opinion of the FOC 
on the BOB stations conducting especial "TESTS" for tha NAC and the NNEC and as far ae - 
that. goes, for ALL clube, Thies would perhaps take a bit of time, and probably would not 
heip a great deal this currant seaaon, but it could help « lot caxt year. ‘Bo, Letty,” 
let ma know wheat jouw think about this. 

Parsonally, I.think that the atations already have tha necesdary authorization to make 
tha TESTS (not progranea) involved. But, if you and the members want it, I will try to 
gel Sither an official or an unofficial Fug opinion on thin, .
